Could not refill Mr. Row's 
Requeft in his laft Sick" 
sets, nor the Importunities 
of his Friends £nce, to intra* 
dtioelnto the World this his 
Pofthmnous TnmOation of lueam, -with, 
fometfcing by way of Preface. I am very 
{cnfiblc how much it is oat of my Sphere, 
and that I want both Lcafure, and Ma- 

A r terials, 
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teriaU, ta do Juftice to the Author, or tft> 
the Memory of the Tranflator. Thet 
Works of both will beft plead for them*, 
the one having already out-liv'd Seventeen 
-Ages, and both one and t'other like to 
endure as long, as there is any Taftc of 
Liberty or Polite Learning left in thq. 
World* Hard~lias been the Fate of tnahjf 
a Great Genius, that while they have con- 
ferred Immortality on others, they have 
wanted themfelves fome Friend, to Em- 
balm their Names to Pofterity. This has 
beeg the Fate of Lucan, and perhaps may 
be that of Mr. Howe. 

All the Accounts we have hapded down 
to us of the firft, are but very lame, and 
fcatter'd in Fragments of Ancient Authors. 
I#m of Opinion, That one Realon why 
his Life is not to be found at any length, 
in the Writings of his Contemporaries, is 
the fear they were in of Nero's Refent- 
ipent, who could not bear to have the 
Life -HE a Man fet in a true light, Wfibm£ 
together with his Uncle Seneca, he had 
Sacrificed to his Revenge. , Notwithftand- 
ing this, we have fome Hints in Wri-: 
ters who liv'd near his time, that leave 
us not altogether in the dark, about the* 
Ltfe and Works of this extraordinary 
Young Mai*. 

Marcus, 
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• Marcus Aruueus Lucan was of an Eque- 
strian Family of Rome, Born at Corduba in 
Spaing about the Year of our Saviour 35^ 
in the Reign oi Caligula. His Family had 
been transplanted from Italy to Spain a 
confiderable time before, and were invert- 
ed with feveral Dignities and Employ- 
ments, in that remote Province or the 
Roman Empire. His Father Was Marcus 
Ann<eus Mela, or Mella, a Man of a di- 
ftinguifh'd Merit and Intereft in his Coun- 
try, and not the lefs in £fteem, for being 
the Brother of the Great Philofopher So* 
neca. His Mother was Acilia the Daugh- 
ter of Acilius Lutanus, one of the mod 
Eminent Orators of his time : And it was 
from this Grandfather that he took the 
Name of Lucan. The . Story that is told 
of Hffiod and Homer, of a Swarm pfBee» 
foraging about them in their Cradle, is 
likewife told of Lucan, and probably with 
Equal Truth ; But whether true or not* 
it's a Proof of the high Eftecm paid to bin* 
by the Ancients, as a Poet. ; 

He was hardly Eight Months Old whet* 
he was brought from his Native Country, 
to Rome, that he might take the firft Im- 
predion of the Latin Tongue, in the City,'. 
where it was fpoke in the greatcft Purity* 
I wonder then to find fomc Criticksc de-r 

traft 
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tn£k from his Language* at if it took a 
Tio&urc from die Place of his Birth, nor 
can I be brought to think otherwife* than 
that the Language he writes in* is as pure 
Roman* as any that was writ in Nm's time. 
As he grew up* his Parents educated him 
with a Care that became a promifing Ge- 
nius, and the Rank of his Family. His 
Matters were Rhttmnius Pri*mo* the 
Grammarian* then Flavins Virginius the 
Rhetorician* and laftly CornUtui the Sto- 
kk Philofophcr* to which Se& he ever 
after addi&cd himfeiC 

It was in the Gourfe ef thefe Studies* 
he contra&ed an intiante Friendship with 
jtulus Perfius the Satyrift. It's no wonder 
that two Men whofe Genius's ♦ were fo 
much alike* /hould unite and become a- 
greeable to one another * For if we con* 
fider Lacsn critically* we fliall find in him 
a ftrong Bent towards Satyr. His Man- 
»er* it's true* is more declamatory and 
djffufe than Pcrfius: But Satyr is Sill in 
his View* and the whole P bar folia appears 
to me a Continued Inveftive againft Am- 
bition and unbounded Power. 

The Pragrefi he made in all Pans of 
Learning mud needs have been very great* 
considering the Pregnancy of his Genius* 
and she nice Care that was taken in cul- 
tivating 
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ttvatmg it, by a fmtable Education : Nor 
is it to be queftioned, but befides the Ma- 
tters I have nam'd, be had likewife the 
Example and Inftru&tons of bis Uncle Se- 
neca, the moil confpicnous Man then of 
Rente for Learning, Wit and Morals. 
Thus he fet out in the World, with the 
greateft Advantages pofliblc, a Noble 
Birth, an Opulent Fortune, Great Relati- 
ons, and withal, the Friendfhip and Pro- 
te&ion of an Uncle, who, befides his o- 
ther Preferments in the Empire, was Fa- 
vourite, as well as" Tutor, to the Empe- 
ror. But Rhetorick feems to have been 
the Art he excdPd tnoft in, and valu'd 
hlrafelf moft upon * For aft Writers agree, 
he declaim^ in tmblick when but Ifour- 
tcen Yeare Old, both in Greet and Latin, 
with univerfel Applaufe. To this Pnr- 
pofe it's obfervable, that he has interfpers'd 
a great many Orations in the PbarfaJia, 
and thefe are acknowledged by all, to be 
very {hiring Parts of the Poem. Whence 
it is that Qulntffianj the bell Judge in 
thefe Matters, reckons him among the 
Rhetoricians, rather than the fcoets, tho* 
he was certainty Mafter of both thefe 
Arts in a high Degree. 

Hh Unde Seneca being then in great 
Favour with Ntro y and naving the Care 

* of 
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of that Prince's Education committed to 
him, it's probable he introduced his Ne- 
phew to the Court and Acquaintance of 
the Emperor. And it appears from an old 
Fragment of his Life, that, he fent for him 
from Athens* where he was at his Studies, 
to Rome, for that purpofe. Every one 
knows, thitNere, for the firft five Years 
of his Reign, either really was, or pre- 
tended to be* Endowed with all the amia- 
ble Qualities that became an Emperor, 
and a Philofopher. It'muft have been in 
this Stage of Nero's Life,. that Lucan has. 
offer'd up to him that Poetical Incenfeytc „ 
find in the Firft Book of the P bar/alia :; 
For it is not to be imagined, that a Maa 
of Lucan' s Temper would flatter Nero in 
fo grofs a manner, if he had then thrown 
oflFthe Mask of Virtue, and appeared ia 
fijeh bloody Colours as he afterwards did.. 
No J Luean's Soul feems to have been cad 
in another Mold: And he that durft*' 
throughout the whole P bar/alia, efpoufe, 
the Party of Potnpe$y and the Caufe of 
Rome againft C*/ar 9 could never have 
ftoop'd fo vilely low* as to celebrate a 
Tyrant and a Monfter, in fuch an opea 
manner. I know fome Commentators have 
judg'd that Compliment to Nero to be' 
meant Ironically $ out it fecms to me plainr 
to be in die greateft earned $ And it's 

more 
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morci;han probable, that if Nero had bee* 
as Wicked at that time, as he became af- 
terwards, Luc an' % Life . had paid for bis 
Irony. Now it's agreed on by all Writers, 
that he continued for Come time in the 
higheft Favour and Friendftip with Nero 9 
and it was to that Favour, as well as his 
Merit, that he bw'd his bong made $j*<z- 
ftor) and admitted into the College of Aw 
gursj before he attain'd the Age required 
tor thefe Offices: In the firft of which 
Pofts he exhibited to the People of Rome 
a Show of Gladiators at a raw Expence. 
It was in this Sun-fhine of Life, Lucan 
marry 'd Polla Argentina) the Daughter of 
Pollius Argentina a Roman Senator 3 a 
Lady of Noble Birth, great Fortune, and 
fam'd Beauty > who, to add to her other 
Excellencies, was accomplifh'd in all parts 
of Learning, infomuch that the Three 
firft Books of the Pbarfalia are faid to 
have been Revised and Corrected by her, 
in his Life-time. 

How he came to decline in Nero's Fa- 
vour, we have no Account, that I know 
of, in Hiftory * and it's agreed by all, that 
he loft it gradually, till he became his ut- 
ter Averfion. No doubt Lu can's Virtue, 
and his Principles of Liberty, muft make 
him hated by a Man of Nero's Temper. 

But there appears to have been a great deal

He 
valued himfctf more upon his Skill in that 
Art, and in Mofick, than on die Purple 
he wore-, and borctt better, to be draught 
a bad Emperor, than a bad Poet or Ma- 
fician. Now Isms *ho* tllCn m F**oof, 
was too honeft and too open to applaud 
the Bombaft Sniff, that iVfcrswas every 
day tepcating in pabHck. Lmtmn appears 
to hare been much of die* Temper of 
PbibxewMs the Philofopher, who for not 
approving the Vcrfes of Dwejjims die Ty* 
rant of Sjrsc*fi y was by his Order con- 
demned to the Mines. Upon the Protnife 
of Amendment, the Phuofophcr was fet 
at Liberty j but biemrfsT repeating to hhn 
fome of nh wretched I^rfbnnances, in fall 
cxpe&ation of having them approved, JS- 
war*, cries out Pbiioxenus, tarrj me back 
to tbe Mines. But L*c*n cany*d this;pbmt 
farther, and had the Imprudence to dnjftlte

the Prize of Eloquence with Nero, in a 
folemn publick Aflembly. The Judges in 
that Tryal were fo juft and bold, as to 
adjudge the Reward to Luc**, which was 
Fame and a JVrettb of LamrHy but in Re* 
turn he loft for ever the Favour of his 
Competitor. He foon felt the Etfefts of 
the Emperor's Refentment, for the next 
Day he had an Order feat hun, never mote 
to plead at the Bar, nor repeat any of Iris 
Performances ih publick, as all the Emi- 
nent Orators and Poets were.us'd to dp. 
It's no wonder that a Young Man, aft 
admirable Poet, and 4ite c6nfcious enough 
of a Superior Genius, fhould be ftung to 
the quick by tlys barbarous Treatment. In 
Revenge, he omitted no Occafion to treat 
Nero's Verfes Wkh< the utmoft Contempt, 
and expofc them and their Author to Ri- 
dicule. 

In this Behaviour towarde Nero 9 he was 
feconded by his Friend Perfiusi and no 
doubt, they diverted themfelves often alone, 
at the Emperor's Experice. Perfius went 
fo far, that be dar'd to Attack openly lome 
of Nero's Verbs in bis &r& Satyr, where 
he brings ip his Friend and himlclf repeat- 
ing them. I believe a Sample of them, 
may not be unacceptable to the Reader # 
as Tranflatqd thus by Mr. Dry den.

Rome had 
groan'd long under the Weight of them^ 
till at length (cveral of the firffc Rank, 
headed by Pifi r , form'd a Confpiracy to 
rid the World of that abandoned Wretch. 
Xtttt»' hated him upon a double fcore, as his 
Country *s Enemy, and his own, and went 
heartily in to the Dcfign* When it was 
juft ripe for Execution, it came to be 
dilcover'd by fome of the Accomplices^ 
and Lucan was found among the firft of 
the Confpirators.

1%** 
probable, Nero himfelf, or fome of \m 
Flatterers, might invent the Story to 
blacken his Rival to Po ferity^ and forac un- 
wary Authors have afterwards taken it tip 
on Truft, without examining into the 
truth of it. We hare feveral Fragments 
of his Life, where this Particular is not to 
be found y and, which nukes it (bU the 
more improbable to me, the Writers that 
mention it,harc tack'd to itanothcr Cakimny 
yet more improbable, That he accused her 
unjuftly. As this Accufation coatradkifat 
the whole Tenor of his Life, fo it does 
die Manner of his Death. . It's universally 
agreed, that baring chofc to have the Ar- 
teries of his Arms and Legs open'd in a 
hot Bath, he Slipped chearfully with his 
Friends, and then taking leave of than 
with the greateft Tranquillity of Mind, and 
the higheft Contempt of Death, wentia- 
to the Math, and ftfbmitted to the Opera- 
tion.

gil, they mud do him the Ju ft ice at lea ft, 
as not to try. him by Laws founded on 
their Model. The P barf alia is pr&perly 
an Hiftorical Heroick Poem, becaufe the 
Subje£t is a known true Story. Now 
with- our late Crfticks, Truth is an un- 
neceflary Trifle for an Epick Poem, and 
ought to be thrown afide as a Curb to 
Invention. To have every Part a meer 
Web of their own Brain, is with them a 
diftinguifhing Mark of a mighty Genius 
in the Epick Way. Hence it i§, thefe 
Criticks obferve, that their Favourite Po- 
ems of that kind do always produce in 
the Mind of the. Reader the higheft Won- 
der and Surprize, and the more improba- 
ble the Story is, Hill the more wonder- 
ful and furprizing. Much good may this 
Notion of theirs do them j but to my Taftc, 
a Fa£fc very extraordinary in its kind, that 
is attended with fur pri Ting Circumftances, 
big with the higheft Events, and con- 
ducted with all the Arts of the mod con- 
summate 
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fummate Wifdom, does not ftrike the left 
ftrong, but leaves a more lafting Imprefli- 
on. on my Mind, for being true. 

If Lucan therefore wants thefc Orna- 
ments, he might have borrowed from He- 
Ikon, or his own Invention j he has made 
us more than ample Amends by the Great 
and True Events that fall within the Comh 
pafs of his Story . I am of Opinion, that 
in his firft Deugn of Writing. this Poem 
of the Civil Wars, he refolv'd to .treat the 
Subject fairly and plainly, and that Fable 
and Invention were to have had no fliare 
in the Work : But the force of Cuftom, 
and the defign he had to induce the gene- 
rality pf Readers to fall in Love with Li- 
berty, and abhor Slavery, the principal de- 
fign of the Poem, indue'd him to imbel- 
li(h itwithfome Fables, that without them 
his Books would notbe To univerfallyread: 
So much was Fable the delight of the 
Roman People. 

If any mall obrjeft to his Privilege of 
being Examined and Try'd as aft Hittorian, 
that be has given in to the Poetical' Pro- 
vince of Invention, and Fiction in the 
6th Book, where Sixtus enquires' of the 
Tbefalhn Witch Eriftbo the.;Evcnt of the 
Civil War, and the Fate of Rome y It may 
be anfwer'd, that perhaps the Story was 
true, or at lead it was commonly beltev'd 

a i to 
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*to be fo, in his time, which is a fufficient 
Excufe for Lucun to have inferred it. It** 
true, no other Author mentions it. But 
it'* tribal to find forxrc one Paflage in *ne 
Hiftorian, that is not mentioned in anjr o- 
ther* tho' they treat of the fame SubjeQr. 
For tho* I am fully perfiiaded that all thefe 
Oracks land Rtfpxmfes^ fo famous in the 
Pagan Worfd, were the inecr Cheats trf 
Prkfts, yetttos- Belief of them, and ©f 
Magick, and Witchcraft, was univerfally 
reeeiv'd at that time. Therefore Lucun 
may very wtll be excus'd for falling in 
with a popular Error, whether he hitttfeftf 
belkv'd it or noi, rfperiialiy when it feiVd 
to enliven and cmbellifh his Story. If it 
be an Error,, it's an Error all the Ancient* 
have fatten into, both Grrek and Roman: 
And Liv?y the Prince of the Latin tfifto- 
rians, dboondsin fuch. Relational. That it 
is not below the Dignity and Veracity of 
an Hi dorian to mention fuch things, we 
liave a late Inftanee in a Noble A*rchor of 
<mr time, who has likewife wrote the Ci- 
vil WaTs of his Country, and intermixt in 
it the Suory of the Gbroft of the Duke of 
Buckingham's Father. ' 

In general, ail the Adrians that Luc** 
ueiatcs in the Coorfe of his Hilbory are 
troej nor is it any Impeachment of bis 
Veracity-, ihat timet idles he differs iri 

Place, 
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Place, Manner, or Circmnftances of 
on, from other Writers, any more than 
it is an Imputation on them,, that; they 
differ from him. We oar felves hare 
feen in the Court of the late two Famous 
Wan, how differently almoft every Bat* 
tel and Siege has been represented, and 
foraetimesby thole of the fame Side, when .- 
fte the fame time there be a Thoufand H- 
ring Witneftes, ready to contradift an? 
Falfehood, that Partiality ftiould impofa 
upon the World. This I may affirm, 
The mod important Events, and the 
tf hole Thread of Aftion in Luc&n are a* 
grceahle to the unircrfai Confent of all 
Authors, that have treated of the Civil 
Wars of Rm* . If now and then hedil* 
fiats from them En lefler Incidents or Cir- 
pnriftpices, let the Criticfcs in Hiftory de- 
cide the Qneftkui ; For my part, I am wil- 
ling to take them for Awe dots fir ft difco- 
rer'd and publilh'd by Lucan^ which may 
at icaft conciliate to him the Favour of our 
late Admirers ofS*tr$t Hiftory. 

After all I have faid on this Head, I cannot 
but in fome meafure call in Quettion feme 
Pasta of C*/ar*$ Charafter, as drawn by 
Luc an * which feem to me not altogether 

Seeable to Truth, nor to the univerfal 
afettc of Hiftory. I wifh I could vin- 
dicate him in Come of his Perfonal Repre- 

a 3 fentauons 
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fcntations of Men, and Cafar in particu- 
lar, as I can do in the Narration of the 
principal Events and Scries of his Story. 
He is not content only to deliver hira 
down to Pofterity, as the Subverter of 'the 
Laws and Liberties of his Country, which 
he truly was, and than which, no great- 
er Infamy can poffiMy be caft upon any 
Name; But he defcribes him as purfuing 
that abominable End, by the mod execra- 
ble Methods, and iome that were not in 
C*faf% Nature td be guilty of. Cafar 
was certainly a Man far from Revenge, or 
delight in Blood, and he made appear in 
the Exercife of the Supream Power, a no- 
ble and generous Inclination to Clemency 
upon all Occafions: Even Lucan r tho* ne- 
ver fo much his Enemy, has not omitted 
his generous Uftge of D omit i us at Corfinium± 
or of Affrctnius and Petnius 9 when they 
were his Prifoners in Spain. What can 
be then faid in Excufe for Luc an, when 
he rcprefents him riding in Triumph over 
the Field of Pbarfalia^ the Day after the 
Battel, taking Delight in that horrid Land- 
fcape ot Slaughter and Bloody and forbid* 
ding the Bodies of fo many brave Romans 
to be either Buried or Burnt? Not any 
one Paflage of Cafar's Life gives Counte- 
nance to a Story like this: and how com- 
mendable foever the Zeal of a Writer may 

be, 
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be, againft the Oppreflbr of his Country* 
it ought not to have tranfported him to 
fuch a degree of Malevolence, as to paint 
the mod merciful Conqueror that ever was, 
in Colours proper only for the mod Savage 
Natures. But the Efte&s of Prejudice and 
Partiality are unaccountable 5 and there is 
not a day of Life, in which even the bed . 
of Men are not guilty of them in fome 
degree or other. How many Inltances 
have we in Hiftory of the bed Princes 
treated as the worft of Men, by the Pens 
of Authors that were highly prejudie'd 
againft them? 

Shall we wonder then, that the Roman 
People* fmarting under the Lafhes of Ne- 
ro*i Tyranny, mould exclaim in the bitter- 
eft Terms againft the Memory of Julius 
C*far, fincc it was from him that Neradc- 
riv'd that Power to ufe Mankind as he 
did ? Tbofe that liv'd in Luc an" % Time, did 
not confider fo much what Cafar was in 
his own Perfon, or Temper, as what he 
was the Occafion of, to them. It's very 
probable, there were a great many dread- 
ful Stories of him handed about by Tradi- 
tion among the Multitude, and even Men 
of Senfe might give Credit to them fo 
far as to forget his Clemency, and remem- 
ber his Ambition, to which they imputed 
all the Cruelties and Devaftattons commit- 

a 4 ted 
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ted by his SuCceflbrs. RefenCments of thtft 
kind in the Soul of a Man, fond of the An- 
cient Conftitution of the Common- wealth, 
fuch as Lucan was, might betray htm to 
believe, upon too flight Ground*, whate* 
ver was to the Disadvantage of one, fcfc 
look'd upon as the Subverter of that Con* 
. ihtution. It was in that Quality, and for 
that Crime alone, that Brutus afterwards 
ftabb'd him ) For Perfonal Prejudice agamft 
him he had none, and had been highly o+ 
blig'd by him: And it was upon that Ac* 
count alone, that Cato fcorn'd to owe his 
Life to him, tho' he well knew, Cafar 
would have cfteemed it one of the grcateft 
Felicities of his, to have had it in his Fo* 
wer to Pardon him. I would not bethought 
%o make an Apology for Luc at? i thus tfe* 
ducing the Memory of C*far > but would 
only beg the fame Indulgence to hts Par* 
tiality, that we are willing to allow to 
molt other Authors * for I cannot help be* 
lieving all Hiftorians arc more or left guil* 
ty of it. 

I beff leave to obferve one thing further 
on this Head, That it's odd, Lucan fhould 
thus miftake this Part of C*Jkr*s Chara&cr, 
and yet do him fo much Jufticc in the reft. 
His Greatnefs of Mind, his intrepid Con* 
rage, his indefatigable A&ivity, his Mag- 
nanimity, bis Gcncrofity, his confumtnare 

Knowledge 
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Knowledge in the Arc of War, «d the 
Power and Grace of bis Eloquence, arc ail 
fee forth in the be& light, upon every pro- 
per Occafioa. He oeyer mak* s him fpeak, 
but it's with aU cbe Strength of Argy- 
meoc, and all the Flowery of Rhe to rick- 
It irere tedious to enumerate every Ioflance 
of this* ami I (bail onlyfaention the Speech 
to hi* Army before the Battel of Pkarfdi*, 
which in coy Opinion fmpafies aU I eyer 
read, for the <afy NoWcnefc of Expreffioo, 
the proper Topicks to.anijaate hia Soldi- 
en?, aed the force of an iiwnitabte £k^ 
quince. 

A»ong Jj$fMf% few Miftake$ in matters 
of Fa&» way be added thole of Geogra- 
phy a*id Aftronoray* but finding Mv.Rowe 
feta taken fonpe notice of them in his Notes, 
I &att fey nothing of them* Lmm had 
neither Tunc, nor Opportunity to vjfit the 
Scene* where the Afifcioia* he defcribei wcne 
done,.** fane atber Hi ft or runs both Qrtek 
and Rom**s had, and therefore it was no 
wonder be might commit fogfce minute 
£iw*3 in thefe Mttttis As to A&wio- 
«iy, The Schemes of that nobk Science 
^rere bfit very cop^urai m hie time, 
and not redue'dt© that Mathematical Cer- 
tainty abey have been face. 

The Metibod and Difpofkionu&f a Work 
of tfcia kind, wv&bt much the tiuac with 
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thofe bbferv'd by other Hi ftorians, with one 
difference only, which I fubmit to better 
Judgments : An Hiftorian who like Lucan 
has chofen to. write in Verfe, tho* he is 
obliged to have ftrift regard to Truth in 
every thing he relates, yet perhaps be is 
not oblig'd to mention all Fa£h, as other 
Hiftorians are. He is not ty*d down to 
relate every minute Paflage, or Circum- 
stance, if they be not abfolutely neceflaiy 
to themain Story* efpecially if they arefuch 
as would appear Heavy and Plat, and con- 
fcquently incumber his Genius, or hi* 
Vcrfe. All thefe trifling Parts of A&ion 
would take off from the Pleafufe and En- 
tertainment, which is the main Scope % of 
that manner of Writing. Thus the Par- 
ticulars of an Army's March, the Journal 
of a Siege, or the Situation of a Camp, 
where they are notfubfervient to the Re- 
lation of fome Great and Important Event, 
had better be fpar'd than inserted in a 
Work of that kind. In a Profe Writer, 
thefe perhaps ought, or at leaft may be 
property and agreeably enough mentioned * 
of which we have innumerable Inftances 
in moft Ancient Hiftorians, and particu- 
larly' in Thucydides and Uvy. 

There is a Fault in Lucun again ft this 
Rule, and that is his long and unneceflary 
Enumeration of the feveral Pans of Gauly 

whence 
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whence C*far*% Army was drawn togethcr,iii 
the Firft Book. It is enliven'd, it's true > with 
fome Beautiful Verfcs he throws in, about 
the Ancient Bards and Druids ; but (till 
in the main it's dry, and but of little Con- 
sequence to the Story it felf. The many 
different People and Cities there mentioned 
we're not Cafar's Confederates, as thofe in 
the Third Book were Pompey\ and thefe 
lad are particularly nam'd, to exprefs how 
many Nations efpous'd the Side of Pompey. 
Thofe reckon'd up in Gaul were only the 
Places where Cafar's Troops had been 
Quarter'd, and Lucan might with as great 
Propriety, have mentioned the different 
Routs by which they march'd, as the Gar- 
rifons from which they were drawn.- 
This therefore, in my Opinion, had beeii 
better left out* and I cannot but like- 
wife think, that- the Digreffidn of 
¥beffaly y and an Account of its firft In^ 
habitants, is too Prolix, and not of any 
great Confeauence to his Purpofe. I am 
iiire it Cgnihes but little to the Civil War 
in general, or the Battel of Pbarfaiim irt 
particular, to know how many Rivers there- 
are in tteflafyy or tf hich of its Mountain* 
hes Eaft otff^fi. ^ 

' But if thefe be Faults in Lucsn, they are 
fifth as will be found in the moft adtx*r r d 
Poets* nay* and thought Excellencies, in 

them* 
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them* and bolides, he has mode usmoft 
ample Amends in the many extraordinary 
Beauties of his Poem* The Story it felfis 
AW/* and Greats for what caa there be m 
Hiftoiy more worthy of our Knowledge 
and Attention, than a War of the higheft 
Importance to M«nkiad, carried on be- 
tween the two greateft. Leaders tha^eyer 
were, and by a People the taoft renowned 
for Afo and Arms, and who were at that 
time Matters of the World ? What a poor 
Sabjefi: is that of the JEmcM* whep com- 
pared with this of the Ptwrftlia? &A 
what a defpicable Figure does ^smemtHfi, 
Uemer J $ King ef £i*&i make^ when com- 
pared with Chiefs^ who by faying only* 
Me tkw 4 King) made far greater Kings 
than him ? The Scene, of the Msi con* 
sain'd but Greece* fomc 1 (lands in the JBr 

fvm and leman Seas, with a very littie 
tort of the tefler uifta : This of the Ord 
War of Heme drew after it, alraoft al) the 
Nations of the then knows World. 2r*gr

In fine, k may be (aid, No- 
thing can excufe him for his Choice, but 
that he defign'd his Hero for the Anceft- 
or.of Rim^ and the Juliad Race. 

1 cannot leave this Parallel, wkboet ta* 
king Notice, to what a height of Power 
the Rama* Empire was then arriv'd, in ah

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fclf had taken away Deiotarus's Kingdom 
from him, and given it to a private Gen- 
tleman of Pergamum. But there is one 
furprizing Inftance more, of the prodigi- 
ous Greatnefe of the Roman Power, in the 
Affair of King Antiocbus^ and that long 
before the height it arriv'd to, at the 
breaking forth of the Civil War. That 
Prince was Mailer of all Egypt^ and mar* 
ching to the Conqueft of Phoenicia^ Cyprus ^ 
and the other Appendixes of that Empire, 
Popilius overtakes him in his full March, 
with Letters from the Senate, and reftifes 
to give him bis Hand, till he had read 
them. Antmhusy ftartlcd at the Com- 
mand that was contained in them, to Hop 
the Progrefs pf his Victories, ask'd * 
ihort time to confider of it. Popilius makes 
a Circle about him with a Stick he had 
ip his Hand, Return me. an Anfmer^ faid 
be, before tbou iftirfft out of this Circle^ 
or the Roman People ate 'no more thy Friends. 
Avtiocbui) tfttx.& Short Paufc, told him 
with the lowed Submiflion, he would o- 
bey the Senate's Commands. Upon which 
Popilius, gives him his Hand and falutes 
him a Ft^nd, of Rome** After Antmbus 
had given up fo great ar Monarchy, and 
fuch a Torrent of Succefs, upon receiving 
only a few Words in Writing, he had in- 
deed Reafon tp fend Word to the Senate* 

as 
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as be did by his Ambaffadors, that he had 
obey'd their Commands, with the fame 
Submiffion, as if they had been fent him 
from the Immortal Gods. 

To leave this Digreffion. It were the 
height of Arrogance to detraft ever fo lit- 
tle from Homer or Virgil^ who have kept 
Pofleffion of the firft Places, among the 
Poets of Greece and Rome, for fo many 
Ages : Yet I hope I may be forgiven, if 
I lay there are feveral Paffages in both, that 
appear to me trivial, and below the Dig- 
nity, that fliines almoft in every Page of 
Lucan. It were to take both the Mad 
and JEneid in pieces, to prove this: But 
I (hall only take Notice of one In fiance, 
and that is, the different Colouring of 
VirgiCs Hero, and Lucan* s C<efar, in a 
Storm. Mneas is drawn weeping, and in 
the greateft Confufionand Defpair, thoVhc 
had Aflurance from the Gods that hefhould 
one Day fettle and raife a New Empire in 
Italy. Cafar, on the contrary, is repre— 
fentedperfeftly Sedate, and free from Fear. 
His Courage and Magnanimity brighten 
up as much upon this Occafion, as after- 
awards they did at the Battels of Pbarfalia 
ami Munaa, Courage would have coft 
Ftrgil nothing, * to have beftow'd it on his 
Hero, and he might as eafily have thrown 
him upon the Coaft of Carthage in a calm

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Temper of Miftd, & in a Ptmck 
F*ar. 

St. Evremont ip rery fevcre upon Virgil on 
this Account, and has criticized upon bis 
Chara&er of JEmas io this manner.

In the PbarfaUa^ moft of the Tr*n(a£H«» 
on and Events, thatcompefc theRdatton^ 
are Wonderful and Surprising, tho* Tnie^ 
at wcU as Jnftfu&myand £neertafinoig. 
To euumccatc them *U, were to transcribe

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the Work it fetf, and therefore I fliall on- 
ly hint at fome of the moft Remarkable. 
With what Dignity, and Juftnefs of Cha- 
rafter, are the two Great Rivals, Pompey 
and Qafar y introduced in the Fir ft Book \ 
-and how Beautifully, and with what a 
Mafterly Art, are they oppos'd to one a- 
tiother? Add to this, the jufteft Similitudes 
by which their different Chara&ers arc II- 
Juftratcd in the Second and Ninth Bodk. 
•W ho can but admire the Fsgdre that Ca~ 
to*$ Virtue makes, in more Places than one ? 
And I perfwade my&lf, if Lucan bad lw*d 
to fini/h his Defign, the Death of that 
Jlluftrious Roman had made one of the 
molt Moving, as wett as one of the mod 
Sublime Epifodes of his Poem. In the 
Third Book, Pwnptfs Dream, Gafar's 
breaking open the Temple > of Satmity 
the Siege of Mar fettles, the Sea 
Fight, and the Sacred Grove, have each 
of them their ; particular Excellence, that 
in. my Opinion come very little fhort of 
any thing we find in Uonun or Virgil. 
, In the Fourth Book, there are a great 
many charming Incidents, arid among the 
reft, that of the Soldiers running out of 
their Camp to meet and embrace one ano- 
ther, and the deplorable Story of Fulieius. 
The Fifth Book affords us a fine Account 
of the Oracle of Dtlfbos^ its Origin, the 

manner 
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manner of its delivering Anfwers, and the 
Reafon of its then Silence. Then upon 
the Occafion of a Mutiny in C*far*s Caitfp 
near Placentitis in his manner of faffing 
the Adriatick in a fmall Boat, amidft the 
Storm I hinted at, he has given us the 
Nobleft and the beft Image of that Great 
Man. But what affefts me above all, is 
the Parting o£ Pompey and Cornelia, in the 
End of the Book. It has fomething in it 
as moving and tender, as ever was felt, or 
perhaps imagined. 

In the Drfcription df the Witch Erie- 
tbOy in the Sixth Book, we have a Beauti- 
ful- Piflure of Horror j for even Works 
of that kind have their Beauties in Poetry, 
as well as in Painting. The Seventh Book 
is moft taken dp with what relates to the 
Famous Battel of Pbdrfalia r which: deci- 
ded the Fate of Rome. It is fo related, 
that the Reader may rather think himfelf 
a Spectator of, or even engaged in, the 
Battel, than fo remote from the Age in 
which it was Fought.

PtoUmy md his Mini ftcrs > particularly thai: 
of the Villain Pb Minus is exouifitely ex- 
poa'd in his own Speech in Council. 

In the Ninth Book, after the Apotheo- 
fis of Ptmfey, C&te is introdue'd as the 
fitteft Man after him to head the Caufe of 
JLtbcrty and Rome. This Book is the long* 
eft, and, in my Opinion, the moil Enter- 
taining in the whole Poem. The March 
of CWo through the Defarts of Libya, af- 
fords a noble and agreeable Variety of 
Matter) iand the Virtue of his Hero, a» 
mtdft thefe Diftreflcs through Which he 
lead* him, JeeoK every where to deferve 

thofc 



thofe Raptures of Praife he beAows upon 
him. Add to this, the artful Descriptions 
of the various Poiforis with which thefts 
Deferts abounded, and their different ££* 
fc&s upon Human Bodies, than which 
nothing can be more Moving or Poetical. 
But Cato*S Anfwer to Labienus in this 
Book, upon his defirinff hhn to confute 
the Oracle of Japrtar rlanmon about the 
Event of the Civil War, and the Fortune 
of Rome, is a Mafter-Ptecc not to be c^ 
qoaird. AH the Attributes of God, fuch 
as his Omnipotence, his Prdfcience, hh 
Jufticc, hrs Ooodnefc, and his unfearcha* 
We Decrees, arc Painted in the mott aw- 
ful, and the ftrfcngeft Colours, and ftich a* 
may make ChrilHam themfelves biuih,for 
not coming up to them in moft of their 
Writings upon thai! Subjeft. I know not 
but St. Eorenttrnt has earry'd the Matter 
too far, when in mentioning thi* Paffitge, 
he condudes 1 , If all the Ancient Poets had 
/poke as worthily of the Oracles of their Gods i 
he jbould make no ftrttpte to prefer them U 
the Divines and Pbifofophers of our time. 
We may fee^ fays he, in the Concvurfe of ft 
many People % that came to confult fhe Ora~ 
tie elf Hamtrton, what ejfeft a Publick Opi- 
nion can produce, iphtt Zeal and Svpefftifi* 
on mingle together. We may fee in Labittous* 
a Phus ftnfibk Man, -who t9 his RefptH 

for 
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for the Gods^jtyns that Confederation and 
Efieem we ought to prefer ve for Virtue in 
Good Men. Cato is a Religious fever e Pbi- 
lofopber, wean'd from all Vulgar Opinions, 
who entertains tboje lofty Thoughts of the 
Gods j which pure undebaucVd Reafon^ and 
a true elevated Knowledge tan give us of 
them i Every thing bere^ fays St. Evremont^ 
is Poeticaly every thing is Confonant to Truth 
and Reafon. It is not Poetical upon the f core 
of any ridiculous FiBion 9 or for fome extrava- 
gant Hyperbole i but for the daring Great nefs and 
frlajefiy of the Language^ and for the noble 
Elevation of the Difcourfe. It's tbus 9 adds 
he, that Poetry is the Language oftbeGods^ 
and that Poets are tVife $ audit's fo much 
the greater Wonder to find it in Lucan, fays 
he, becaufe ifs neither to be met with in 
Homer nor Virgil. I remember Man- 
taigne y who is allow'd by all to have been 
an admirable Judge in thefe Matters, pre- 
fers Lucan" s Chata&er of Cato to Virgil, 
or any other of the Ancient Poets. He 
thinks all of them Flat and Languiihing, 
but Lucan' s much more Strong, tho' o- 
venhrown by the Extravagancy of his own 
Force. 

The Tenth Book, imperfe& as it is, 
gives us, among other things, a view of 
the ^Egyptian Magnificence, with a curi- 
ous Account of this their receiv'd Opinions 

of 
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of the Increafe and Dccreafc of the River 
Nile. From the Variety of the Story* 
and many other Particulars I need not; 
mention in this fliort Account, it may ea- 
fily appear, that a true Hiftory may be as 
a Romance or Ei&ion, when the Author 
makes choice of a Subjeft that affords fc 
many, and fo furprizing Incidents. 

Among.: the Faults that have been laid 
to Lucatis Charge, the moil juftly impu- 
ted are thofe of his Stile 5 and indeed how 
could it be otherwife ? Let us but remem* 
ber the imperfe& State,: in which his fud* 
den and Immature Death left the Pbarfa- 
lia 9 the Defign it felf being probably but 
half finiihed, and what was writ 6f.it, but 
(lightly, if. at all, rcvis'd. We are told, 
it's true, he either Corrected the Three 
Firfl .Books., himfelf, or. his Wife did it 
for him, in his own Lifetime., Be it ib> 
but . what are the Corre&ipns of a Lady, 
or a young Man of Six and Twenty, to 
thofe he might have made at Forty, or a 
more advane'd Age? Virgil, themoft Cor* 
reft and Judicious Poet that ever was, 
continued Corre£ting his JEneid for near 
as long a Series of Years together, as Lu- 
can liv'dy and, yet dy'd with a ftron© O- 
pinion, that it was Imperfeft dill. If Lu» 
can had Hv'd to his Age, the P bar/alia 
without .doubt would have made another 

kind 
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kind of Figure, than it now does, nfttwith- 
(tanding the difference to be found in the 
Rtman Language, between the Times of 
A#r* and Augytus. 

It mud be own'd he is in many Places 
ebfcvwe, and hard, and therefore not foagroe* 
ablc,and cornea (hortof the Paricy»Sweecads 
and delicate Propriety of Firgh Yetit** ftiil 
fcnijm&ly agreed among both Ancients and 
Moderns, that his Genius was wonderfully 
Great, but at the fame time too haughty 
and Headftrong to be governed by Art 5 
and that his Stile was like bis Genius, 
learned, bold, ind lively, but withal coo 
Tragical and {Muttering. 

I am by no means wiHiog< to compare 
the Pbxrfaiis to the Mnti<L> but 1 muft 
fey with Su EvrtwMt, that for what pure- 
ly regards the Elevation d Thougbt, P$n* 
fey^Cxfar^ C*/*, and LabimUs 4kim much 
more in Lucan, than Jupiter ^ MmHty, y*- 
00, m F emits do in Piriii. The fafeft'sirtiich 
Lwcan has grren us of thefe Great Men are 
truly Greater, and affefit us more feri&bly, 
(baa thofe which Virgil has given us of his 
Deities: The latter jtas ctowch'd his Gods 
with Human Infirmities, po adapt them 
to the Capacity of Men : The of her has 
rtis'd his Heroes foj as to bring them in- 
to Competition with the Gods themfehes. 
in a Waffd, the Gods are not fo valuable 

in 
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Firgili as the Hero's: In Lucan, the He- 
ro's equal the Gods. After all, it muft 
be ailow'd, that moft things throughout 
the whole Pharfalia are greatly and juft- 
ly faid, with regard even to the Language 
and Exprcffion: But the Sentiments are 
every where fo Beautiful and Elevated, that 
they appear, as he defcribes Cafar in Amy- 
clus's Cottage in the Fifth Book, Noble 
and Magnificent inanyDrcfs. It's in this 
Elevation of Thought that Lucan juftly ex- 
cels : This is his Fort, and what raifes him up 
to an Equality with the greateft of the 
Ancient Poets. 

I cannot omit here the delicate Cha- 
racter of Lucatfs Genius, as mention'd by 
Strada m the Emblematick Way. It's 
commonly known that Pope Leo the Tenth 
was not only Learned himfelf, but a great 
Patron of Learning, and us'd to be prefent

His Father was John R$we x and the firft 
of the Family, a* his Son has told me, that 
changed a Country Life for- a Liberal P*o- 
fefflon* After- he had paft Ihe Schools- at 
home, be was brought up to- £**&*, aod 
eQfeF'd a Student of the Law in the Mid- 

b 4 dU 
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die Temple, where fome time- after he was 
call'd to the Bar, and. at length made a* 
Serjeant at Law. He was a Gentleman in 
great Eftcem for many encaging Qualities, 
of very confiderable Practice at the Bar, 
and flood fair for the firft Vacancy on the 
Bench, when he died the 30th of April, 
itfju, and was buried in the Temple Church 
the 7th of May following. Let it be men- 
tion'd to the Honour of this Gentleman, 
that when he publifli'd Serjeant Benloe and 
Judge Dalifon'% Reports, he had the Ho- 
nefty and Boldnefs to obferve in the Pre- 
face, how moderate thefe two great Law- 
yers had been in their Opinions concern- 
ing the Extent of the Royal Prerogative > 
and that he durft do this in the late King 
James's Reign, at a time when a Dijpen- 
fwg Power was fet up, as inherent * in the 
"Crown. From fuch wort hy Anceftors Ni- . 
cholas Rowe was Defcended, who,, toge- 
ther with the Ancient Paternal Seat of 
the Family, Inherited their Probity and good 
Nature, Contentment of Mind, and an un- 
byafs'd L<?ve to their Country. 

His Father took all the Care ppflible of 
his Education, and when he was fit for it, 
fent him to ffreftminfter School, under the 
Famous Dr. Busby. He made an extraor- 
dinary Progrefs in all the Parts of Learn- 
ing taught in that School, and about the 

Age 
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Age of Twelve Years was chofen one of 
the King's Scholars. He became in a 
little time Mailer to a great Perfe&ion of 
all the Claffical Authors, both Greek and 
Latin, and made a tolerable Proficiency 
in the Hebrew ; but Poetry was his early 
Bent, and bis darling Study. He compos'd 
at that time feveral Copies of Verfes upon 
different Subje&s both in Greek and Latin, 
and fome in Englifl), which were much ad- 
mir'd, and the more that they coft him 
very little Pains, and feem'd to flow from 
his Imagination, almoft as fad as his Pen. 
His Father defigning him for his own 
Profcifion, took him from that School 
when he was about Sixteen Years of Age, 
and enter'd him a Student in the Middle 
Temple, whereof he himfelf was a Mem- 
ber, that he might have him under his 
immediate Care and Inftruftion. Being 
capable of any part of Knowledge he ap- 
ply'dhis Mind to, he made very remarkable. 
Advances in the Study of the Law * and 
was not content, as he told me, to know 
it as a Colle&ion of Statutes or Cuftoms 
only, but as a Syjtem founded upon right 
Reafon, and calculated for the Good of 
Mankind. Being afterwards call'd to the. 
Bar, he appeared in as promifing a way to 
make a Figure in that Profeffion, as any 
of his Contemporaries, if the Love of the 

b f Belles 
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Belles Lewes, and' that of Po*t*y id jWf- 
ticiiikr, Had riot ftop'd hirii in Kis Career. 
He had the Advantage of the Friertdfliip 
and Protection of drie of the fined Gen- 
tlemen; as Well as orte of the greatelt Law- 
yers' of that Titod, Sir George trebf, Lord 
Chief Jfuftice of the Common Pleas* Who 
Was fond of him to a' great Dfegrfce, and- 
bad it both in his : Fewer and Inclination 
to pronxote his luterdh 

But the Mufes had fioln away his Hbatt 
from his Infancy, and his Paffionfor theiri 
rendred the Study of the Law dry and 
taftelefsto hisPakte. He ftruggled for fomc 
time againft the natural Bent of bis Mind, 
but in vain j for Homer, Virgil, Sopbockr 
and Euripides had infinitely more Charms 
with him, then 1 the beft Authors that had 
Writ of the Law of England. He noW 
and tlien could not refrain from making 
fbme Copies of Verfes on Subje&s that 
fell in his Way, which being approved of 
by his Intimate friends', to whom only he 
(how'd therti, that Approbation prov'd hi* 
Snare, fo that frbm that time he began to 
give way to the Natural* Biafs of his Mind, 
and would needs try what he could do in 
Tragedy. 

The firft he wrote was TTbe Ambitious 
Step- Mothers which meeting with univer- 
fti Applaufe, as it well deferv'd, he laid 

afide 
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tfide all 1 Thoughts of riftig in the hw f 
a«d turn'd; them ever after,, in their main 
Channel, toward* Poetrv.. This hi$ firft 
Tragedy he writ when Twenty Five Ye*r$ 
of Age, and a9 a ^ryal o^rfy of his Geni- 
us that way. The ~ Purity of the Englifi 
Language, the Juftnefs of his Ghara&ers, 
the Noble Elevation of the Sentiments, 
were aH of them admirably adapted to the. 
Plan of the Play. His Talent lay in He- 
raick Poetry, and confequeotly in tragedy : 
For Comedy, he once try'd it, but found 
his Genius did not lean that way. He 
writ feveral Tragedies afterwards^ which 
arp in every Body '$ Hands, ancjajl of thern 
highly approv*d of hy Men of Tafte,upon 
the Account of the Loftinefs of Thought^ 
and the delicate Propriety of the Language; 
in which laft I may venture to ray, no 
one has ever out-done him, few equall'd 
him. 

The Tragedy he valued hlmfelf moft up- 
on, and which was moft valu'd, was his 
Tamerlane*, and never Author, in my Opi* 
mon, did more Jufticc to his Hero, than 
he to that excellent Prince : For t&merlane 
was the very Man that Mr. Rowe has Paint* 
ed him. In that Play he aim'd at a Paral- 
lel between the late King IFilUam of im- 
mortal Memory and Tamerlane •> as aflfo be- 
tween Bajazet, and a Monarch who is 

fince 
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£nce Dead. That Glorious Ambition and 
Noble Ardour in Tamerlane, to break the 
Chains of enflav'd Nations, and fet Man- 
kind free from the Incroachments of Law- 
lefs Power, are Painted in the moit live- 
ly, as well as the mod amiable Colours : 
On the other fide, his manner of Intro- 
ducing on the Stage a Prince that thinks 
Mankind is made but for him, and whofe 
chief Aim is to perpetuate his Name to 
Ppfterity,by that Havock and Ruin he feat- 
ters through the World, arc all drawn 
with that Pomp of Horror and Detefta- 
tion which fuch monftrous A&ions do 
deferve. And fince nothing could be more 
Calculated for railing in the Minds of the 
Audience, a true Paffion for Liberty, and 
a juft Abhorrence for Slavery -, how this 
Play came to be difcouraged, next to a 
Prohibition, in the latter End of a late 
Reign, I leave it to others to give aReafon. 
I {hall fay nothing of any of the reft of 
Mr. Rowe's Plays in particular $ but it may 
be juftly faid of them all, that ^lever Poec 
painted Virtue or Religion in a more char- 
ming Drefs on the Stage, nor were ever 
Vict and Impiety better expos'd to Con- 
tempt and Hatred. There runs through 
every one of them an Air. of Religion and 
Virtue, attended with all. the. Social. Du- 
ties of Life, and a conftant untainted Love 

to 
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to his Country. The fame Principles of 
Liberty he had early imbib'd himfelf,and 
feem'd a Part of his Conftitution, appear'd 
in every thing he. wrote, and he took all 
Occafions that fell in his Way, to make 
the Stage fubfervient to them. His Mufe 
was fo religioufly Chad, that I do not 
remember one Word in any of his Plays 
or Writings that might admit but of a dou- 
ble Entendre in point of Decency or Morals. 
There is nothing to be found in them to 
humour^ the deprav'd Taftc of the Age, 
by nibbling at Scripture, or depreciating 
Things in themfelves Sacred * and it was 
the IcTs wonder, that he obfervM this Rule 
in his Dramatick Performances, fince in 
his ordinary Converiation, and when his 
Mirth and Humour enliven'd the whole 
Company, he us'd to exprefs his Diflatis- 
fa&ion, in the fevered Manner, with any 
thing that look'd that way. Being much 
Converfant in the Holy Scriptures, it's ob- 
fervable that to raife the higheft Ideas of 
Virtue, he has with great Art in feveral of 
his Tragedies made ule of thofe Expreffions 
and Metaphors in them, that tafte moft of 
the Sublime. 

Befides his Plays, Mr. Rowe wrote a 
great many Copies of Verfes on different 
Subjects, which it's hop'd his Friends may 
fome time or other publifli together, and 

whereof 
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whereof many bawe been already Printed 
apart. Being a great Admirer of Shake- 
Jpear r he ohlig'd the Publicfc with & new 
Edition of his Works, svpd prefixed to it 
afhoxt Account of his Life. In that Ac- 
count he lay under the fame Misfortune 
that I have done in this Account of Mr. 
Rowe; He wanted Information^ to do Ju- 
ftice to Sh&kefpear. He took all Occafi- 
ons to exprcfs the vail Efteem he had' for 
that Wonderful Man, and endeavoured in 
fome of his Pieces to imitate his manner 
of Writing, particularly in the Tragedy of 
Jane Shore. He has given him the Cha- 
racter he well defcrv'd in the Prologue to 
that Hay in die following Vcrfes, which 
I nm the more willing to infert here, be* 
caufe I believe there is no Man of Tafte 
but pays to Shake/pear's Metqory the Ho* 
mage that's due to one of the grcateft Ge- 
nius's that ever appear'd in Dramatick Po- 
etry. The Lines are thefe, 

In fitch dn Age* Immortal Shakefpear wrote, 
By mufuaint Ruhr, ntr hampering Critich mugjhty 
With rough, mxjeJRek $brtt t he mw'd the Heart, 
And Strength and Nature made Amends fir Art. 
Our humble Author does his Steps purfue, 
Me owns he had the mighty Sard in view* 
And m thefi Scenes has made it mere hit dare 
To roufe the Pajfams, than *> charm, the Ear. 

But Mr.* .fow's toft* and perhaps his beft 
Poem, is this his Tranflation of Lucan* 

which 
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Whidr hd juft liv'd to finifli. He bad' tti- 
tertain'd an early Inclination for that Au- 
thor, and I believe it was tbe (farting Faf- 
fion he 1 Had for the Liberty and Constitu- 
tion of his- Country, that firft incline 
him* to think of Tranflating him. He 
thought it was a Pity, that a Worfc in 
whicn tfieCkufe of Liberty was fet in fuch 
a Shining Light, fliould be preferv'd only 
in the JJfeaa Language wherein it was 
Written* and therefore thought it well 
Worth his Pains to put it in an Englijb 
Drefs, for the Benefit of his Countrymen. 
As this is the happieft Nation of the World 
m its Constitution, and happy even in fpite 
of our fefvfcs, he jfcdg'd that all who- are 
in Love with it, tauft needs be fond of an 
Author, who not only wrote for the An- 
cient Conftitution of his own Country, but 
fell a Sacrifice for endeavouring to fupport 
it. 

As to theTranflatfon it felf, I perfwade 
my felf it will mttt with a kind Reception 
in the Worid. I dare be bold to fay the 
Language is Pure,and the Verification both 
Muficaland adapted to the Subjeft. 1 have 
no Reafon to doubt but the true Meaning 
of the Original is faithfully preferv'd 
through the Whole Wbrk, and if I may 
venture to Judge, the Tranflatioa comes 
up to the Spirit of the Original, as far as 

the 
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the Difference between the Roman and En- 
gtijb Languages will allow of. 

lam afraid I have gone out of my Depth, 
in giving my Opinion of a Piece of this 
kind, being no Poet my felf * fo I leave 
this Tranflation of Lucan to make its way 
by its own Merit. I know May has Tran- 
slated it near an Age ago, and I confefi it 
is many Years fince I read it. But it muft 
be own'd, that it's but a lame Performance, 
and does not reach the Spirit or Senfe of 
Lucan. The Language and Verification 
are yet worfe, and fall infinitely fhort of the 
lofty Numbers and Propriety of Exprcffion 
in which Mr. Rtnve excels. I know of 
no other Tranflation of Lucan in any of 
the living Languages, in Verfe, except 
that of Brebeuf in French. I have a very 
great Value for it, and the Author, if it 
were for no other Reafon, but that he 
had the honeft Boldnefs to publifh fuch a 
Work in his Native Language, that was 
Diametrically oppofite to the Maxims of 
Government purfued by the Prince then 
Reigning. His Courage in this matter de- 
fervcs yet the more to be applauded, that 
when all the other Clafficks were publifh'd 
for the Ufe of the Dauphin, Lucan alone 
was Prohibited. It's obfervable, he has 
carry 'd in fome Places . in the French Lan- 
guage the Heat oi Lucan, farther than Lu- 
can 
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can himfelf in the Latin, and that by at" 
tempting the Fire of his Author* he has* 
if I may be allowed the Expreffion, fir'd 
himfelt much more. This is what hap- 
pens to him frequently : But again at other 
times he flags, and when Lman happily hits 
on the true Beauty of a Thought, Brebeuf 
falls infinitely below him, through ah Af- 
fe&ation of appearing Eafy and Natural, 
when he ought to exert all his Force. I 
might give a great many Inftances of this 
laft, but {hall confine my felf to one, which 
will fet in a true Light the Difference be- 
tween the two Tranflations of Lucan by 
Brebeuf and Mr. Rowe. That ftrong cele- 
brated Line in Lucan,

is with the whole Period, thus done by 
Mr. Row?, tho' none of the brighteft Lines 
in his Tranflation. 

Jufily to name the better Gaufe were hard*

When Brebeuf comes to Traqflate this Paf- 
(age, he does it after this manner,

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What can be poorer th*n this laft? It 
does not anfwer tbc Noblenefs of the La- 
tin, and befides it maims the Senfe of the 
Author. For Lyea*, who had his; Imagi- 
nation full of the Virtue: of C&tOy intended 
to ratfe him above, or at lcaft equal him to, 
the Gods, as. to the Merit of ; the Gaufe* 
that occauon'd the Oppofeiofi : But Br*- 
huf 9 , inftcad of railing him to a< Compe- 
tition with the Gods, makes him only: a 
Retainer of Pomptfs. This- puts me in 
mind of ap Obfervation I' have: frequent- 
ly made upon mpft of our Evglijh Trail- 
flations. W henever tjbere happens an Ex* 
preffion or Pcriodof a< djftinguifli'ABeauty,. 
there they fall often not only fhort of the 
Original, but miftake intirely the Senfe. 
I (hall give but one InfUnce in Drydetfs 
FirgH, There, is not in all the Inimitable 
JRneid a more Beautiful 1 Period than that 
in the Sixth Book concerning Marcellus, 
which [FirgUfxxms up in rhis Hiimfttibw*

I ihall only mention one in the Sixth Book 
concerning the Witch Erittho^ which in 
my Opinion is a very Beautiful Pifture of 
Horror. Brebeuf cuts it fliort, and in its 
Place gives us a Love Story oi hiSi own 
Invention between Bnrrhtts and Oftavia, 
which is nothing to the Eurpofe, and falls 
infinitely {hart of the Spirit; of Luton. Yet 
after all it cannot be deny'd, but Brebeuf* 
Performance, is in the main admirably well 
done* and in many. Places be appears: ani- 
mated with the fame. Fire we find in Lu- 
can* L cannot omit one Inftance of this in. 
that Paflage of the Third Book concern* 
ing the Originc of. Letters^ which is one 
ot the (ifK& in. Luton* and excellently done 
into French by Brebeuf .

To return to Mr. Rowe : He juft liv-M 
to put an end to this Translation of Lucan's 
Pharfalidj and if he had but liv'd a little 
longer, it's probable he had prefixed to it 
another kind of Preface than this, with a 
thorough Criticifm on the whole Work. 
I {hall fay nothing further of him in the 
Quality of a Poet, fincc this Tranflation, 
and his other Works, will Sufficiently ju- 
ftifie his Title to it. As to his Perfon, it 
was Graceful and well made, his Face re- 
gular and of a Manly Beauty. As his Soul 
was well lodg'd, fo its Rational and Animal 
Faculties excelled in a high Degree. 
He had a quick and fruitful Invention, a 
deep Penetration, and a large Compafs of 
Thought, with a Angular Dexterity, and 
Eafinefs in making his Thoughts to be un- 
derdo od. He was Matter of mod Parts of 
Polite Learning, efpecially theClaffical Au- 
thors both Greek and Latin % understood the 

French^ 
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French^ Italian and Spanijb Languages, and 
fpokc the firft fluently, and the other two 
tolerably well. 

He had likewife read moft of the Greek 
and Roman Hiftories in their Original Lan- 
guages, and moft that are writ in Engtijb 9 
French, Italian, and Spanijb. He had a 
good Tafte in Philofophy, and having a 
firm Impreffion of Religion upon his Mind, 
he took great delight in Divinity and Ec- 
clefiaftical Hiftory, in both which he made 
great Advances in the times he retir'd into 
the Country, which were frequent. He ex- 
preft on all Occafions his full Pcrfuafion of 
the Truth of Reveal'd Religion, and bang 
a fincere Member of the Eftablifh'd Church 
himfclf, he pitied, but Condemn'd not, 
thofe that diffentcd from it. He abhor'd 
the Principle of Perfecuting Men upon the 
Account of their Opinions in Religion > 
and being ftri£t in bis own, he took it not 
upon him to Cenfure thofe of another Per- 
fwafion. His Converfation was Pleafant, 
Witty, and Learn'd, without the leaft 
Tin£ture of Affectation or Pedantry, and 
his inimitable Manner of Diverting and En- 
livening the Company, made it impoffiblc 
for any one to be out of Humour when 
he was in it. Envy and Detra&ion feem'd 
to be entirely Foreign to his Conftitution : 

And whatever Provocations he met with 

at 
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at any tima* he paft them over without 
the teaft Thought of Refentmcnt or Re- 
venge. As Homer had a Zoiks^ fo Mr. 
Rvwc hid fometkites his : For there were 
not wanting Malevolent People, and Pre- 
tenders to Poetry too, that would now and 
then Bark at his beft Performances $ but 
he was fo much confciotis of his own Ge- 
nius, and had fo much Good-nature as to 
forgive them, nor could he ever be Temp- 
ted to return them an Anfwer. 

The Love of Learning and Poetry made 
him not the lefs -fit for Bufincfs, and no 
Body apply'd himfelf clofer to it, when it 
Ttequir'd his Attendance. The late Duke 
of QutmbUry^ when he was Secretary of 
State, made him his Secretary for Poblick 
Affairs* and whtfn that truly Great Man 
came to know him well, he was never fo 
pleas -d as When Mr. Rovje was in his Com- 
pany. After the Duke's Death, all Ave- 
nues were ftop'd to his Preferment 5 and 
during the f eft of that Reign, he paft his 
time with the Mufes and his Books, and 
'iblnetimes the Converfation of his Friends. 

Upon fche King's Accdfion to the 
Throfte, his' Merit Was taken Notice of. 
The King gave him a Lucrative Place in 
the Cuftoms, and made him Poet Laureate 
the Prince of Wales conferral on him the 
Place of GJerk of bis CffUrnil $ and the Lord 

Parker 
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Parker^ Lord Chancellor, made him his 
Secretary for the Preftntatfans 9 the very 
Day he received the Seals, and without his 
asking it. He Was much ldv<d And the- 
rifliVl by the tatter: And it was no won* 
der that one of his Endowments was in 
Favour with that NtbU Ptrpm, who, to- 
gether with a profound Knowledge in the 
Law, worthy of his High Station, has a- 
dorn'd his Mind with all the other more 
Polite Parts of Learning. When he had 
juft got to be eafy in his Fortune, and was 
in a fair way to make it better, Death 
fwept him away, and in him deprived the 
World of one of the bed Men, as well as 
one of the beft Genius's of the Age, He 
dy'd like a Chriftian and a Pbilofopber, in 
Charity with all Mankind, and with an 
abfolute Refignation to the Will of God. 
He kept up his good Humour to the laft, 
and took ldave of his Wife and Friends, 
immediately before his laft Agony, with 
the fame Tranquillity of Mind, and the 
fame Indifference for Life, as tho' he had 
been upon taking but a fliort Journey .He was 
twice Married, firft to a Daughter of the 
Deceas'd Mr. Perfons, one of the Auditory 
of the Revenue, and afterwards to a Daugh- 
ter of Mr. Devenijh of a good Family in 
Dorfetjhire: By the firft he had a Son, and 
by the Second a Daughter, both yet li- 
ving. 
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vine. He died the Sixth of December 1718, 
.in toe 4f th Year of his Age, and was Bu- 
ried the Nineteenth of the fame Month 
in Wtftminfter Abby, in the Iflc where ma- 
ny of our Engtijb Poets are Interr'd, ov«r- 
againft Chaucer, bis Body being attended 
by a Select Number of his Friends, and the 
Dean and Choir Officiating at the Funeral.
